Dr. A. T. Rehn, superintendent 
of the Lapeer school, told the del­ 
egates that the governor has re­ 
quested that the school increase 
its bed capacity in an effort to 
handle more of the feeble-minded 
awaiting admission to institutions. 
“ We have 4,200 patients at La­ 
peer in 
an 
institution 
of only 
3,700 capacity and we are 37 per 
cent 
overcrowded 
already. 
I 
don’t know where we’ll put extra 
beds. 
They 
should 
look 
else­ 
where.” the doctor declared. 
Dr. Rehn scored the public’s at­ 
titude towards the feeble-minded 
and said it w*as partly responsible 


for the lack of facilities in the 
state. 
Judge Boy Matthews of Shia­
